job open in BC 


The City of Boyne City is actively 
seeking a new ambulance director, 
after parting ways with director Barb 
Flansberg in mid-December. 

According to city manager Michael 
Cain, Barb Kerridge has been ap- 
pointed acting director. Kerridge was 
a member of the department for sev- 
eral years before taking some personal 
time off. She returned to the service 
about six months ago. 

“We have a good leader in interim 
director Barb Kerridge,” Cain said. 
“She was the person I saw basically 
providing Barb Flansberg with assis- 
tance [in recent months] on things like 
preparing the budget, and we wanted 
to make sure we had leadership dur- 
ing this transition.” 

The position has been posted, with 
applications from interested parties 
due by Jan. 26. The timeline for hir- 
ing is simple, according to Cain; “The 
sooner the better.” 

Kerridge was scheduled to be offi- 
cially introduced as interim ambu- 
lance director at Tuesday night's regu- 
lar meeting of the Boyne City City 
Commission. 

Once completed, the change’ of 
guard, Cain said, is expected to have 
a direct effect on the status of the 
department’s efforts to upgrade to 
Advanced Life Support. The process, 
initiated in the fall of 2001, has, he 
said, “been languishing. It’s some- 
thing we’re concerned about and are 
looking at very seriously.” 

“We have Barb Kerridge going back 
into all of the records with ALS de- 
termining what’s been done and what 
hasn’t, and talking with the state [ALS 
licensing) folks,” Cain said. 

Flansberg was the Boyne City Am- 
bulance Service’s first full-time direc- 
tor, taking over in September of 2001, 
several months after the resignation 
of long-time director Henry Erber. 

Flansberg joined the service in 1985 
and served as both assistant director 
and interim director prior to accept- 
ing the permanent director’s position.

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A book to call their own 


After 19 years of meeting 
to discuss books written by 
others,what’s left for a Book 
Club to do but create a vol- 
ume of its own? So went the 
thinking of a number of 
members of the long-estab- 
lished Boyne City Book 
Club. The result? “#512 Ar- 
lington.” 

Written in a process in- 
spired by an old parlor 
game, “#512 Arlington” is 
comprised of 16 chapters, 


each of which was written . 


by an individual club mem- 
ber who was privy only to 
the chapter immediately pre- 
ceding their own. 

Begun in May, the experi- 
ment culminated in a grand 
unveiling at the club’s an- 
nual holiday party, where 
members got their first look 
at the end product of their la- 
bors. According to club 
member and “#512 Arling- 
ton” editor Anne Thurston, 
the reaction was unanimous; 
the book was a rousing 
success. ‘They got into it and 
just had a ball,” Thurston 
said of the writers. 

A published book, how- 
ever, was not the intent from 


the get-go; said Thurston, the initial impulse was acted 
upon out of a desire to simply have a little fun. As the 
project’s initiator, she took the first plunge by writing 
chapter one; subsequent chapters were assigned out to 
authors depending on personal schedules. 

Thurston also laid out some basic guidelines, begin- 
ning with a stipulation that anything can happen to the 
main character, except that she could not be killed off. 
As the story progressed past the second chapter, writ- 
ers, as their turns arrived, were given a character line, a 
timeline, a location, so that, Thurston said, “people 
would know, for example, that Australia was in the 


story.” 


By the time the fourth or fifth chapter was complete. 
she notes, tt was clearly turning into a mystery story, 
which presented a bit of a problem in terms of assuring 
that the different elements of the story were picked up 
again later on, At that point, Thurston created a simple 

~ plotline to help guide authors on the various elements 
laid out prior to their portion of the project. 

“What made this work really well is that the back- 
grounds of the people involved come out in the book,” 


she said. 


As the process went on, it was suggested that the 
effort might be best presented in the form of an actual 
published, paperback book. By that time, everyone was 
having such a good time with it, it didn’t take a whole 
lot of convincing. “It just completely took me over,” 


Thurston said. 


With plenty of help from Michelle Courtright of Har- 
bor House Publishers in Boyne City, the book did in- 
deed find its way into published form, complete with a 
cover painted by Thurston herself. 

Book club members were asked to purchase at least 
two books each, in order to cover costs, though some 
ordered that and then some. Club member Jane Diller, 
for one, ordered enough to send one to each of her six 
kids and two to friends. The project, she said, was thor- 
oughly engaging. “I had fun, I really, did,”

to 10 dogs, at her home in Indian River. While some 
of her dogs are high-priced, bred-for-the-sport ani- 
tials, others are rescues she’s taken from area. hu- 
mane societies, “You can take an ordinary, every day 
couch potato and turn him into a sled dog,” Schramm 
said with a laugh. “I’ve proven that many times over.” 
Indeed, she notes, her two lead dogs are rescues, not 
“$1,000 sled dogs.” 

Kunning both Siberian and Alaskan Huskies, 
Schramm teams up with racing partner Jason Willis 
of Xtreme North Sled Dogs in Millersburg to spend 
Just about every weekend from first snowfall until 
March on the circuit around the northern lower pen- 
insula and through the U.P. as well as for training 
which runs as early as September using wheeled rigs 
on gravel or dirt trails. “You talk about ‘extreme 
sports,’ this is an extreme sport,” she said. In an av- 
erage race, sleds run at 20 to 30 miles per hour, on 
trails that are “four feet wide with tree branches inches 
from your face.” Both dogs and humans must be in 
lop physical condition to be successful, a point that 
Schramm takes very seriously. “Not only do the dogs 
have to be physically fit, I have to be physically fit,” 
she said. “I’m not going down the trail with a cheese- 
burger and a cigarette hanging out of my mouth.” 
Her commitment to the health of her dogs is even 
more intense; “We're picky about nutrition,” she said. 
“We're careful of how much protein, moisture, fat 
[is in their diets]. We boost it up during training and 
racing. My husband [Stan] always tells me that the 
dogs eat better than we do, and he’s right. 

“Our saying,” she added, “is that the real athletes 
eat raw meat and sleep naked in the snow.” 

Not that they don’t have nice cozy doghouses if 

they so choose. But, as Schramm relates, they often 
choose otherwise. “The county animal control of- 
licer stopped by and said ‘wow, they’ll all have beau- 
tiful doghouses, and they’re all sleeping outside, Jane. 
What’s up with that?’” Schramm said. “They like 
t.” Not only do they tike to sleep in the snow, but 
they like to run in it. A lot. Call Schramm’s house 
during a snowstorm, and you'll hear her “retired” 
inside dog still yowling for a chance to get out in the 
white stuff. “You show them their leash and they 
jump,” she said, “You show them their harness, and 
they jump 10 feet higher than when you show them a 
leash. It’s what they do, what they love. It’s in their 
blood.” 

It’s also, it seems, in the blood of Schramm’s own 
brood, three sons ages 4, 7, and 10. “All of them will 
be racing this year,” she said. “It will be the first 
year for the two youngest, and for the 10-year-old, 
it’s his third year OUTeeMe, It’s all he knows. Tey: ve 
been raised with it.” 

To support years of racing, Schramm notes that 
sponsors are all-important, and that she couldn't do 
what she does without hers, including Budweiser and 
Jay’s Sporting Goods, as well as Thompson’s Feed 
and Kling’s Welding. 

“T could not do any of this without my sponsors,” 
she said, a fact that is true for any racer serious about 
mushing. Family, too, plays a key role. “Jason’s wife 
Cory and my husband Stan, if it wasn’t for them we 
wouldn’t be able to do this,” Schram said. “They’re 
very, very supportive for us.” 

Which brings up that lifestyle point again. “Ev- 
erybody says, ‘oh, what a great sport,’ but it’s not a 
sport, it is a lifestyle,” Schramm said. “Every day 
you have to shovel poo, every day you have to feed 
them, The dog food bill is usually quite substantial.” 

For those who are committed however, the ben- 
efits are many, including not only the thrill of win- 
ning or the run itself, but also sharing the dogs and 
the lifestyle with others. After doing Sno Blast, 


Schramm has her sites set on getting into the schools 
in East Jordan. Said Schramm, “I'd like to donate 
some time, and do a seminar or come and visit the 
kids.”

Work of late East Jordan resident 
Marion McKay is focus of exhibit 


The Crooked Tree Arts 
Center, Jordan River Arts 
Council and Shadetree 
Studio will collaborate in 
presenting the exhibit, 
“Marion MacKay in Ret- 
rospective” in January, 
2004. 

The show will coincide 
with openings scheduled 
Jan.17, from 2-4 p.m. at 
the Crooked Tree Arts 
Center; and 10 a.m.-4 p.m. 
at Shadetree Studio in 
Petoskey; and Sunday, 


Jan. 18, and from 1-4 p.m. 
at Jordan River Arts Coun- 
cil in East Jordan. 
Longtime family friend 
and artist Lesley Pritchard 
is curating Marion’s cre- 


ative legacy which sur- 
vives in an extensive body 
of work, produced over a 
period of 40 years. 

In her search, almost 200 
original paintings in both 
oil and acrylic, drawings in 
charcoal, ink, pencil, and 
pastel, and sculpture were 
selected for final review. 
These works represent 
Marion’s productive nature 
in all media and ability, 
from realistic to abstract, 
from figurative to non-ob- 
jective expressionism, 
Prior to this concurrent 
show at Crooked Tree and 
JRAC, few of these chosen 


works have been exhibited - 


publicly. 


Pritchard became ac- 
quainted with Marion in 
the early 1970s. 

“We were kindred spir- 
its,” she recalls. 

“After first being intro- 
duced by Bruce Jansen, 
owner of The Wood Shop 
in Boyne City, we contin- 
ued to connect. About the 
same time, we got together 
with a group of local art- 
ists and Artist’s North was 
formed.” 

The group met regularly 
at each other’s studios and 
often gathered to learn 
about each other’s art and 
share good times. Some of 
the best times were spent 
at the original Bohemian 


farm known as Cracker 
Barrel Hill which Marion 
shared with her husband, 
Basil. 

Located in the Jordan 
Valley, Cracker Barrel Hill 
consisted of a series of ad- 
ditions to the original hewn 
log cabin and evolved over 
time into a labyrinth of stu- 
dios and living spaces. 

These add-on studios 
provided the setting for 
Marion to continue her 
years of art work. Accord- 
ing to Pritchard, “She 
loved painting from life 
and was always in search 
of models. Perhaps a fel- 
low artist, or her devoted 
husband, Bas, would com-

Her work bursts with 
energy in both color and 
form, and often displays 
her humor. Others describe 
her work as vivid and vi- 
vaCclOUs. 

According to Pritchard, 
Marion often stated, “From 
the first time I picked upa 
crayon, my destiny was 
stamped. I was born to be 
an artist!” 

She started her formal 
training in the 1950s at the 
Society of Arts and Crafts 
and received final training 
at the Center for Creative 


_ Studies in Detroit, before 


moving to-northern Michi- 
gan in the late 1960s. 

Her work can be found 
in many private collections 
and has been showcased in 
various periodicals. In 
1993, another selection of 
her work traveled through 
Michigan and was exhib- 
ited both at the Jordan 
River Art Center and the 
Crooked Tree Art Center,

McKay, who painted “The Wedding Couple,” above, produced her 
body of work over 40 years, beginning her formal training in the 
1950s at the Society of Arts and Crafts. She moved to northern 
Michigan in the late 1960s. 


Marion painted to the 
very end. Following 
Marion's death in 1996, 
Pritchard remained friends 
with the family and espe- 
cially close to Basil. 

In addition to Bas. 
Marion is survived by her 
son Mitchell and daughter 
Marilee, who all live in a 
large Victorian house in 
East Jordan, 

Marion’s paintings line 
the walls and fill the many 
rooms. 

This retrospective came 
about after Pritchard ap- 


proached the Jordan River 
Arts Council, suggesting 
that the Marion's work 
warranted a regional show- 
ing. 

Noting the extensive 
body of work, a collabora- 
tive effort was thought pos- 
sible between the two art 
centers, 

Most of the work will be 
for sale, with Pritchard pre- 
senting a gallery talk at 
both openings.
